Thai which will be done olll ially will be done 
with rnmmon ink, on common white paper, either in writing 
or print, over the official seal ol the Union Agency, and the 
written names of three agents.

A descriptive acknowledgment of paper or writ 
ings which have not the official form, will make such papers 
or writings official, and us effective as though they bad Un­ 
official fo 1 ins. 
Rule 5th. 
Much business shall be done by the arrangement 
of presentation and reception. 
Rule 6th. 
The arrangement of presentation and reception 
will consist ni a:i official order given to an agent to present a 
particularized paper or papers to u particularized person or 
persons, and an offiei tl request given to such a particularized 
person or persona to receive, Ac. 
Rule 7th. 
In all cases where the arrangement of presenta­ 
tion and reception sk ill have been officially rnvde, all the 
actions and t railage lions included therein, shall be official also; 
and all the effects derived ihereirom, whether near or remote, 
shall be referable to the Central office, in the District, us the 
source ol their origin. 
Rule 8th. No agreement, promise, or contract, shall be made 
by the Central Office, where the sum in consideration involv­ 
ed in such agreement, promise, or contrast, is less valuable 10 
either party than one hundred dollars—publishers of new spa­ 
pers and periodicals excepted. 
Rule 9th. When a bill or claim of any kind against the Cen­ 
tral Office shall have amounted to one hundred dollars or up­ 
wards, it shall be called a matured bill. 
Rule 10th All matured bills and conclusive accounts, w th- 
out regard to amount, must be presented to the Central Office, 
or to 11 branch Office, at some one ol the following periods of 
time, to w it: before twelve «»’clock on the last F rid ty o f 
May, before twelve o’clock on the last Friday of September, 
before twelve o’clock on the last Friday of December. 
Rule ltih . 
No commercial dealings, either for work or 
merchandise, can take place between the Central Office and 
one individu tl, unless that individual has a partner or an 
agent, legally provided to assume his responsibilities and set­ 
tle his accounts in case of death or absence, except as in 
rule 8th. 
Rule 12th. 
No suh-agent, whether itinerant or local, can 
have power to bring the Central Office in debt, or to lay it 
under nny responsibilities whatever, without being officially 
authorised to do so. 
Rule l3tlK AH letters, intended for the Central Office in 
the District,'whether from parts Bear or parts remote, must 
be directed as follows, to w i t : Union Agency, District of 
Columbia, N. A.—and the postage paid thereon, or they can­ 
not be received.

All confusion resulting from a neglect of 
the above rules, shall be thrown in the direction of the cause 
that produced it.
